Other recipients, announced by State Super¬ 
intendent of Public Instruction Bill Honig, are Neil 
Armstron, Los Angeles School District; Francis 
Chamberlain of Napa County who was Teacher of 
the Year in 1984; Steve Connaliy, Sonoma County, 
who also received the Outstanding Music Educators 
Award and the Band Leaders Award. 

Others include Teresa Corpus from an Alameda 
County school; Mae Johnson, Monterey County, 
who was also named the California State Legislature s 
1987 Woman of the Year; Margaret Leeds, Beverly 
Hills High School; Simon Lopez, Imperial County, 
who received the 1986 School of Excellence Award, 
Gene McCallum, Los Angeles County; Elaine Rosen- 
field, San Luis Obispo County; Carol Sparks of 
Contra Costa County and Jeffry Swenerton, 
San Diego.

who are responsible for education have the challenge 
of ensuring that each succeeding generation realizes 
its full potential. They believe that our society has 
not accorded educators the status and financial 
compensation it affords to other professions. 

This annual award program is designed to give 
public recognition and financial awards to those 
education professionals who make exemplary con¬ 
tributions to excellence in education. 

“As an educator, my mission is to raise the 
consciousness level of my students, thereby em¬ 
powering them to be self-actualized, self-reliant 
human beings who exhibit the confidence and the 
self-esteem necessary to achieve their highest poten¬ 
tial,” Rosenkranz said as she accepted the $25,000 
gift Wednesday. 

When she was first told of receiving the award 
two weeks ago by State Superintendent Honig, 
she said, “I didn’t really believe it. I’ve tried to re¬ 
main the same since the announcement but 1 have 
become emotional about it at times.” 

What will she do with the $25,000 gift? “I’ve 
never had the luxury of being able not to teach. 
Economically 1 had to teach. I might take a sub- 
batical, take a semester off and do something else.” 

Will she leave the leaching field? No. She still 
has a few things to do in the classroom after 21 years 
of teaching. She is hoping to take a literary 
tour to Great Britain next summer. 

Rosenkranz was born in Chicago and received a 
BA in English and history from the University of 
Wisconsin. She came to Los Angeles to become a 
teacher after having been in the business field in 
San Francisco for two years. She obtained her teach¬ 
ing credential and her Masters degree in English

from Cal State L.A. and started teaching at Temple 
City in 1967. She has also taught at Rio Hondo and 
Pasadena City Colleges part-time. 

Why does she think she has excelled? “I 
like students; I like that age because there is no pre¬ 
tense. They’re growing. I’m growing. It’s not 
boring and 1 feel I’ve made a difference . . . You 
learn you never accomplish anything by yourself. 
Parents and the school support me and allow me to 
fottovrup on the creative side of teaching.” 

Rosenkranz was referring to her extraordinary 
classroom concept of learning to write by doing. She 
led her high school English students through the 
publication of three books, “Kindred Spirits,” 
“Kindred Spirits, the Sequel,” and “Tales from 
the Trunk” (which also included stories written by 
fifth graders in Temple City Schools). The stories 
written by students are primarily mystery stories 
around a central figure, Dusty Rose, who resembles 
Rosenkranz. 

Of the books she says, “This is the culmination 
of the writing process — to publish.” 

Parents did typesetting and pasteup and de¬ 
signed the covers of the books. 

An autograph party was held at Vons Super¬ 
market in Arcadia recently following her talk with 
Bill Davila, president of Vons. Rosenkranz had 
taught one of the Davila children and the English 
classes made $1100 that weekend from book sales. 

She has been invited to participate in a panel 
at the National Education Association’s national 
issues conference is San Antonio, Tex. Oct. 23 - 25 
and she plans to go. 

“The whole thing is networking. 1 have a lot 
of humility about these honors,” she concludes.

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Halloween 
safety hints 

Halloween begins a time of the year 
when children and teens are faced with 
potential dangers associated with the 
holidays. But, this doesn’t have to be a 
scary time for parents and children, says 
the nation’s largest parent • teacher 
association. 

“By taking precautions or offering al¬ 
ternatives to trick-or-treating, parents can 
ensure a safe and happy Halloween for 
their children and the community,’’ ac¬ 
cording to Manya Ungar, National Parent - 
Teacher Association (PTA) president. 

Halloween wil mark the kick - off of 
the National PTA’s second annual Child 
Safety and Protection Month. Each 
November, the 6.1 million - member associa¬ 
tion focuses its efforts on keeping youth safe 
from harm, and guides PTAs and other con¬ 
cerned groups and individuals in planning 
year - round safety learning activities for 
children and teens. 

This Halloween, the National PTA sug¬ 
gest asking your local PTA to host an all • 
school Halloween party as an alternative to 
children going door - to - door. Have children 
dress up and award prizes for the best 
costumes. The school could show a “Ghost” 
movie or have a teacher or parent read ghost 
stories. Parents might provide refreshments 
arxi give individual bags of treats for each 
child to take home. 

Another idea is for parents to host a 
house party for children and teens and their 
families. Everyone could dress up as their 
avorite characters and participate in a 
treasure hunt in and around the house. 

Other alternatives include creating a 
haunted house for teens, staging a Hallo¬ 
ween block party, or having a hayride. 

Here are some suggestion for parents 
from the National PTA to help make trick- 
or • .treating a safe and enjoyable exper¬ 
ience. 

. eHave an adult accompany child¬ 
ren on their treat - gathering route. 
Avoid unfamiliar neighborhoods or 
homes of strangers. Stop only at 
houses or apartments that are well 
lit. 

eTell children to accept only man¬ 
ufacturer - wrapped treats and not 
to sample anything until they return 
home. Inspect their treats for pos¬ 
sible tampering. 

• Tell children to politely decline 
any invitations to enter a home or 
apartment. Similarly, don’t en¬ 
courage children you don’t know to 
enter your home. 

• Affix name, address and phone 
number to the inside of young child¬ 
ren’s costumes in case they get 
lost. Give the children coins and in¬ 
struct them to call if there is a 
problem. 

• Older kids without adult chaper¬ 
ones should always travel in groups, 
never alone. Have them plan a route 
to follow and designate a time 
they’ll return home. 

• Natural masks of make - up are 
perferable to plastic of rubber ones 
that may restrict breathing or ob¬ 
struct peripheral vision. 

• Purchase only costumes, masks, 
beards and wigs labeled “flame 
resistant.” 

• See that costumes are short 
enough so youngsters don’t trip. 
Bright colors and costumes with re¬ 
flector tape are more visible. 

• Swords, knives and similar cos¬ 
tume accessories should be made 
of soft flexible material. Avoid toy 
weapons that could be mistaken 
for the real thing. 

• Instruct the children to walk, not 
run, from house to house. They 
should walk on sidewalks, not in 
the streets, and cross at inter¬ 
sections or crosswalks. Teach them 

' not to dart out between parked cars.

In many parts of our country we have a 
divorce rate of over 50 percent. And this 
figure does not include separations, desertions, 
or marriages that stay together but probably 
should not. 

Some experts believe that only 25 per¬ 
cent of all marriages work satisfactorily. The 
children from this small group of successful 
families are about the only ones ever to achieve 
their optimal potential. The offspring from the 
other 75 percent are often emotionally handi¬ 
capped to a greater or lesser degree. Few would 
argue with the fact that in some cases, children 
are psychologically destroyed by their familial 
experiences. 

Troubles of this magnitude have a nega¬ 
tive effect on our society. We cannot avoid 
being touched by these influences no matter 
which of the two groups we are from. Thus, 
we must concern ourselves with this issue if we 
expect our society to function at any reason¬ 
able level of effectiveness, and if we wish our 
families and ourselves the best chance for 
success and happiness. 

Fortunately, modern marriage conseling 
techniques have made many successful inroads 
into this problem. However, even the best 
techniques when used by the best counselors 
cannot help to make a marriage successful when 
there is too little to build upon. And unfor¬ 
tunately, too many marriages are built on dis¬ 
cordant basic relationships and thus, have poor 
foundations. 

One of the best tools to assure that our 
marriages will be successful is awareness of the 
factors that make a marriage work. And the 
best time to consider these factors is before 
marriage. 

Twelve questions were developed after 
years ot working with troubled families, work 
that has been too often frustrating and fruitless. 
Most of the problems encountered can be 
boiled down to a few critical, but avoidable, 
trouble spots. However, it is well to note that 
although the questions are important, they are 
only questions and not answers.

Kelly Charlton loves 
life in Costa Rica 


Mike Danielson, who 
taught in Detroit, Michi¬ 
gan before coming to 
California nine years ago, 
has become the new 
music director at First 
Avenue Junior High 
School where he will 
teach history and science 
as well as music. 

Danielson grew up in 
Michigan and graduated 
from the University of 
Michigan with a degree 
in music, then completed 
his master’s degree at 
the University of Southern 
California. 

Last year he was a 
substitute teacher in all 
grade levels for the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District; and he currently 


teaches music at Azusa 
Pacific University. 

At First Avenue, he 
will work with the 
orchestra and band, which 
sports new marching 
uniforms, and with the 
relocation of the music 
building to the school 
property from school 
district property across 
the street on Diamond. 

This trombone player 
and his wife Blennie live 
in Arcadia. 

Danielson states that 
First Avenue musicians 
arc enthusiastic and 
capable and that he looks 
forward to an increase in 
campus pride toward all 
music activities. 


During her two - month 
summer stay in Costa 
Rica, American Field 
Service participant Kelly 
Charlton learned to 
“love” the slower life 
style where few people 
wear watches and have 
“no sense of time.” 

Now a freshman at 
CalState Northridge, 
this 1987 Arcadia High 
School graduate wants to 
pursue a double major 
of English and Spanish 
with hopes of returning 
to Costa Rica as a teacher. 

Kelly, the 18 - year - 
old daughter of Arcadians 
Chad and Judy Charlton, 
made her summer home 
in Heredia, a city ap¬ 
proximately the size of 
Arcadia located about a 
20 - minute bus ride from 
the Capitol city of San 
Jose. Her family included 
two sisters and two 
brothers ranging in ages 
from 9 to 18 years plus a 
father who owned sewing 
notion shops and a 
mother who didn’t work 
outside of the home 
except to help out in the 
family business. 

While attending the 
private university with 
one of her sisters and a 
public high school with 
friends, Kelly realized 
that even though Costa 
Rican students take 
studies a lot more 
seriously than Americans, 
there is a more relaxed 
but respectful atmosphere 


in the classroom. 

Even though she had 
studied Spanish for four 
years, Kelly had dif¬ 
ficulty communicating 
with her Spanish - speak¬ 
ing family at first, but 
by the etid of her stay, 
she was fluetit iti the 
language. 

Sundays were set aside 
for touring various 
prosinces of Costa Rica 
while daily shoppitig trips 
were made to Sati Jose. 
As most families owned 
just one car, there was 
a lot of walking and 
riding buses. 

Lots of dancing, such 
as the salsa and the 
merengue, and hardly atiy 
drinking took place at 
the Costa Rican parties, 
reports Kelly who said 
that the native food was 
mild, not spicy like Mex¬ 
ican food. She really 
missed such things as 
mayonnaise and peanut 
butter which were very 
expensive, when available. 

Costa Ricans dress up, 
no matter the occasion. 
When they go out, Kelly 
learned that it was 
culturally unacceptable 
to wear shorts in public. 

She found the Costa 
Ricans to be very pro - 
American, and they 
treated her like royalty 
because she was from the 
United States where 
many of the native 
students dream to study, 
and, maybe, to live.

Sergeant Tim Murray, 
officer in charge of the 
canine program, reports 
that Rube, an amazingly 
intelligent animal, is 
trained by conditioned 
response and that it is 
almost impossible to get 
the best of a well - 
trained dog. 

Murray speaks to Rube 
in German, and, though 


he is still inexperienced, 
much like a new police¬ 
man, the dog grades out 
at a 99 percent obedience 
level. 

Though he lives at 
the Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment, where he is fed 
vitamins and two to three 
scoops of dry dog food 
once every 24 hours, he 
does get a day off every 
eight to 10 days. At this 
pace, his work cycle ex¬ 
pectancy is about seven 
years. 

Rube replaces two 
previous dogs in the 
department: Blitz re¬ 
tired recently and Squid 
died some two years ago 
on the same day as former 
Chief Charlie Mitchell. 

While on patrol. Rube’s 
place is in a newly out¬ 
fitted police car which no 
longer cages the dog in the 
back seat. If his handler 
gets out of the car and 
runs into trouble, the 
officer carries a device 
that can remotely open 
the car window. The dog 
is trained that when the 
window goes down, he is 
to jump out of the win¬ 
dow and proceed to the 
officer’s aid.

Mountjoy lauds Deukmejian 
for awarding arboreta to county 


Antonovich 
appointed by 
Reagan 


Assemblyman Richard 
L. Mountjoy (-42nd 
District) announced re¬ 
cently that the public’s 
continued enjoyment of 
the parks and gardens in 
the arboretum located 
in Arcadia and Mon¬ 
rovia is assured with the 
Governor’s signing into 
law his legislation to 
transfer title of those 
properties for the State 
to the County of Los 
Angeles. 

The Lux Arboretum, 
consisting of 126 acres 
in the city of Monrovia, 
and the State and County 
Arboretum, consisting 
of 111 acres in the city of 


Arcadia, have been 
maintained, developed, 
and preserved by the 
county as public parks 
and botanical gardens 
for more than 30 years. 

“Over the years,’’ 
Mountjoy said, “all 
maintenance and im¬ 
provements have been 
paid for by the county 
and privately raised funds. 
Yet, in order to proceed 
with necessary work, 
approval by the State had 
to be obtained, which of¬ 
ten involved long and 
costly delays.’’ 

Improvements include 
a gift shop, restroom 
facilities, and an educa¬ 
tional hall. Currently, 


the county is completing 
a master plan for the 
facility which calls for 
approximately $15 million 
worth of improvements 
over the next 10 years, 
provided the money is 
available either from 
county revenues or from 
the private sector. 

Mountjoy added, “It 
is good to know that pas¬ 
sage of AB 1516 will 
speed up and simplify 
the improvement and 
maintenance process, 
and will increase the 
pleasure experienced by 
the people who visit these 
beautiful public parks.’’ 

The measure becomes 
effective January 1 1988. 


President Reagan has 
appointed Chairman of 
the Board of Supervis¬ 
ors Mike Anlondvich to 
the President’s Commis¬ 
sion on Privatization. 

Antonovich has been 
a staunch advocate of 
reducing inefficiency in 
government through pri- 
vatiz.ation. Since 1980 the 
Board of Supervisors has 
authorized 645 contracts, 
which have resulted itt 
taxpayer savings of over 
$100 million. The annual¬ 
ized savings from con¬ 
tracting out in Los Ang¬ 
eles County are now more 
than $25 million dollars. 

“I am pleased than 
President Reagan has 
chosen me to serve on 
this commission,’’ An¬ 
tonovich said. “The Con¬ 
gress and the Federal 
Government should also 
become fully committed 
to privatization and other 
innovations to end waste 
and inefficiency, provide 
improved services, and 


ensure the best use ol 
taxpayer dollars. 

“Every dollar of waste 
that we eliminate can be 
returned to the people 
to stimulate savings, in¬ 
vestment and job crea¬ 
tion. Or, it can be used 
to enhance the services 
to the poor, the sick, 
the elderly, the homeless 
and children that have 
been orphaned or abused 
without raising taxes,” 
•Antonovich concluded. 

Other members of the 
12 member commission 
include former Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. 
l.aird, senior vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Municipal 
Development Corpora¬ 
tion in New York City 
Ralph L. Stanley, form¬ 
er chairman of Citicorp 
Walter Wriston, atid the 
Chairman of the com¬ 
mission, Professor David 
F. Linowes, a political 
economist at the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois.

This week we are going 
to explain what causes 
earthquakes. Very little 
has been known about the 
causes of earthquakes 
until this century. Geolo¬ 
gists have concluded the 
crust of the earth con¬ 
sists of plates of layered 
rock which are in con¬ 
tinual movment — ever 
so slowly. In some places, 
where these plates meet, 
one is forced under the 
other, creating faults and 
mountains. In other 
places, two plates may 
slide past each other, with 
their bo undaries fo rming 
li tf *ra|flp*IBn?h!^ ^he San 
^Andreas in California. 

Faults also occur far 
from edges of the crustal 
plates, as in the New 
Madrid fault zone of 
the Mississippi Valley, 
and the South Carolina- 
Georgia seismic zone in 
the southeastern United 
States. Less is known 
about the creation and 
behavior of these faults. 
They may occur from 
compression of the crust 
as plates push together.

When the strain becomes 
great enough to overcome 
the friction, there is sud¬ 
den movement, resulting 
in the ground motion and 
shockwaves which we 
feel as an “earthquake.” 

The strength of an 
earthquake may be des¬ 
cribed in terms of “mag¬ 
nitude measured on the 
Richter scale.” 

A 3.0 magnitude quake 
is easily felt, a 4.0 at¬ 
tracts attention over a 
wide area, a 5.0 may 
break windows, a 6.0 is 
capable of serious damage, 
and a 7.0 or greater is 
potentially a great dis¬ 
aster, if it strikes a 
densely poplulated area. 

There is rarely a single 
earthquake shock. There 
may be foreshocks, which 
are usually small, and 
there are numerous after¬ 
shocks^^ -various' in¬ 
tensities. Seismologosts 
believe that someday they 
may be able to distinguish 
characteristics among 
the foreshocks which will 
enable them to detect 
early warning signals 
about the size and lo¬ 
cation of a pending large 
earthquake. 

However, prediction 
is still in its infancy and 
you cannot afford to 
wait for a warning be¬ 
fore beginning to make 
preparations for Safety 
and Survival in an Earth¬ 
quake.

Freak accident or 
deliberate killing 
of locai dog? 


The Sierra Madre Police and the Pasadena 
Humane Society do not agree about what happened 
to an 8-month-old Labrador retriever that was found 
last Wednesday with a broom handle Jammed down 
its throat. The incident happened at Danny Sullivan’s 
home on Grandview where a friend discovered the 
body of the dog about 6 p.m. inside a fenced yard. 

Sgt. Larry Lutzow of the Sierra Madre Police 
says he believes that the deceased dog and a compan¬ 
ion dog were playing in the backyard and accidently 
the broom was shoved down the other dog’s throat. 

“While he threshed around, it was forced in 
further. There is no indication that it was done on 
purpose. We’re looking at it as a freak accident. I 
understand the owner’s concern but I think it’s a one- 
in-a-million case. I hope it won’t happen again.” 

Pasadena Humane Society Officer Endel Jurman 
does not agree, nor does the veterinarian who did 
a post mortem on the animal at San Gabriel Valley 
Emergency Pet Clinic. 

“The vet said the dog must have had help,” 
Jurman says. “He didn’t do this on his own. To get 
a broom handle past the trachea would have been 
nearly impossible. I have seen vets do a gastric lavage 
which is the insertion of a tube into a dog’s 
stomach to flush out poison. It takes a lot of work to 
get that tube down an animal’s throat. The first 
foot of travel of the broom handle could not have 
been done by the dog himself. Chances are virti^ally 
impossible. Someone might have been teasing him 
or playing with the dog with the broom. We found 
chew marks on the broom handle. The dog could not 
have achieved that angle by himself. And another 
dog could not have done that sort of damage.” 

Officer Jurman said the broom broke through 
the interior muscle wall of the dog’s thigh.

tectural historian who lives in the Batchelder 
home in Pasadena and has a museum devoted to the 
tile maker, to be an honored guest on tour day. 
Dr. Winter will be speaker at the Preservation 
Society’s Nov. 4 meeting. 

In early 1920 Harold and Leila Roberts 
settled in Sierra Madre and became prosperous with 
their food market that emphasized quality and 
service, a tradition carried on today as “Howie’s 
Ranch Market” by the present owners. Back then 
it was known at the “Home of the Green Frog.” 
In those days before refrigeration, water was 
sprayed from the mouth of a ceramic frog to keep 
their premium vegetables fresh. (The frog is now 
in the Historical Society musuem.) The Roberts’ 
home, a gracious French country cottage style at 
306 E. Alegria, was built in 1928 and bought by 
the Roberts in 1936. A back wing was made to ac¬ 
commodate Mr. Roberts whose TB in later years 
made him an invalid but is a comfortable addition 
for today’s owners Allen and Judy Skiff. Much 
credit must go to the Skiffs for their loving and 
extensive restoration. 


In the past, visitors from Japan, even a 
member of royalty, have commented on the beauty 
and authenticity of the Japanese stroll garden at 
397 N. Lima and because of its secluded location 
many will be amazed to discover that it is here. 
Carefully planned for three years by a member of 
the Imperial Staff of the Emporer of Japan named 
Kato, it was complete in 1913 and was part of the 
estate owned by southern heiress Thomasella Graham. 

Graham had plans to build a villa in Italy but 
first made a trip to Sierra Madre. A young artist 
for whom she had been a patron died of TB and 
willed his small home on North Lima to her and 
she came to see what she inherited. The beauty of 
the area convinced her to build her Italian villa 
here and that home which she called “Italia Mia” 
still stands. However, most of the estate with its 
beautiful gardens for which she won many prizes, 
has been subdivided. Fortunately the Japanese gar¬ 
den survives and has had owners who have taken 
the time and expense to have it properly cared for 
and it’s more beautiful than ever.
